1. SECRETARY'S TRIP. PRAVDA CARRIES SHORT STRAIGHT TASS ITEM FROM 
TOKYO ON SECRETARY'S MEETING WITH MIKI, QUOTING AMEMBASSY REP THAT 
"IN PARTICULAR" COORDINATION FROR NOVEMBER ECONOMIC-FINANCIAL SUM- 
MIT WAS DISCUSSED; ALSO NOTES SECRETARY'S DEPARTURE FOR HOME. 

2. U.S.-SOVIET. IZVESTIYA OCTOBER TWENTY-FOUR CARRIES KOBYSH 
REPORT ON RECENT MEETING WITH SENATOR KENNEDY TOUCHING ON MANY 
TOPICS OF CURRENT INTEREST. QUOTES KENNEDY -MOND AT E-MATTHTAS 
RESOLUTION SUPPORTING VLADIVOSTOK AND KENNEDY SENNATE STATEMENT 
THAT AGREEMENT "SHOULD BE NOT END BUT BEGINNING OF ROAD TO END 
ARMS RACD." KENNEDY EMPHASIZED GOOD IMPRESSIONS DURING LAST YEAR'S 
SOVIET TRIP, INCLUDING MEETINGS WITH MOSCOW UNIVERSITY STUDENTS 
AND USA INSTITUTE SPECIALISTS, BUT ESPECIALLY "FOUR-HOUR’' MEETING WIT 
H 

BREZHNEV NOT ONLY ON MUTUAL RELATIONS BUT 

"ON PROBLEMS OF A PHILOSOPHICAL CHARACTER;" KENNEDY STRESSED 
"GENERAL SECRETARY'S DEVOTION TO IDEAS OF PEACE, DETENTE, HIS 
SINCERE DESIRE THAT OUR COUNTRIES BE LINKED BY RELATIONS OF CONFI- 
DENCE AND COOPERATION." ASKED ABOUT OBSTACLES TO DETENTE, 

KENNEDY NAMED ARMS RACE FIRST, SAID ONLY "ESTABLISHMENT OF CONFI- 
DENCE AND MUTUAL UNDERSTANDING" COULD GET US OUT OF IT, AS HE AND 
BREZHNEV HAD DISCUSSED. ASKED ABOUT STATEMENTS ON LIMITED NUCLEAR 
WAR AND FIRST STRIKE POSSIBILITIES HEARD IN U.S., AND 
SCHLESINGER STATEMENTS ON BUILDING BOMB SHELTERS, KENNEDY 
ALLEGEDLY AGREED SUCH STATEMENTS DANGEROUS, RECALLED THAT "BEHIND 
SCHLESINGER STAND CERTAIN CIRCLES AND THERE IS NO BASIS NOT TO TAKE 
THEM SERIOUSLY," BUT STRESSED MANY OF DEFMIN'S STATEMENTS 
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"EXCLUSIVELY FOR INTERNAL USE AND CONNECTED OFTEN WITH (GOAL) OF 
DRIVING UP THE MILITARY BUDGET." ASKED ABOUT CHARGES IN U.S. THAT 
DETENTE BENEFITS ONLY USSR, WHICH LEAD TO "OPEN INTERFERENCE 
IN PURELY INTERNAL MATTERS OF OUR COUNTRY," KENNEDY SAID "PARTICU- 
LARITY" OF U.S., WITH ITS MANY LOBBYISTS AND GROUPS, HAD TO BE 
REMEMBERED. ASKED WHETHER USSR SHOULD FOR INSTANCE DEMAND SCHOOL 
DESEGREGATION BEFORE SIGNING AGREEMENTS, KENNEDY ALLEGEDLY SAID 
KOBYSK OF COURSE "WAS RIGHT-, BUT THAT AMERICAN PEOPLE AS SUCH

FOR BOTH MILITARY AND POLITICAL INFLUENCE IN SOUTHERN 

EUROPE AND MEDITERRANEAN BASIN. 

5. MIDDLE EAST. AUTHORATATIVE "OBSERVER" ARTICLE IN PRAVDA 
(SEPTEL) REBUTS EGYPTIAN CHARGES ON SOVIET-EGYPTIAN RELATIONS AND 
GIVES THOROUGH VENTILATION TO SOVIET LINE ON SINAI II AND NEXT 
STEPS. THREE PRINCIPLES FOR SETTLEMENT READ: "FULL WITHDRAWAL
